{Text} Pretoria--UNITA, the Angolan resistance aovement, has demonstrated ite 
power by bogging down the Angolan Government's forces in southeast Angola and 
inflicting heavy losses on those forces. 


According to informed sources, FAPLA, the Angolan national army, had begun an 
operation in the Cuando-Cubango Province in southeast Angola in an effort to 
regain control over the province. The operation's code name was Ransom. 


The region is dominated by Dr Jonas Savimbi's UNITA forces. Reportedly the 
government's forces had planned to relieve the larger towns and restore government 
control over this extensive area. 


However, a 22 May counteroffensive at the Comba River, about 50 kilometers weet of 
Mavinga, forced back the attacking forces. The FAPLA forces suffered 48 dead in 
the battle and they lost more than 30 vehicles, including a Russian T-32 tank and 
eight Howitzer cannons, all of which were either destroyed or confiscated. The 
vehicles were full of equipment. According to the information, less than 10 
members of UNITA were kil.ed in the battle. UNITA asserts that two helicopters of 
the government's forces were shot down. The PAPLA forces are still in the region, 
but a8 yet no resumption of the drive is believed to be planned. 


At the moment the government forces are evidently experiencing «a lack of air 
support and they are being troubled by considerable logistic shortages. UNITA 
raids are forcing government forces into a defensive position, saddled especially 
with fuel and retions problems. 


The MPLA, the Marxist government rulere of Angola, have not succeeded in gaining 
control of the southern and central regions of Angola since their declaration of 
independence in 1975. It is an acceptable fact that Operation Ransom was planned 
becauee at thie time it is very dry in Angola and PAPLA's wobility is consequently 
higher. It is expected that the drought which prevails in the region can force 
UNITA to ite knees if such an attack succeeds. 


UNITA's excellent intelligence has made it possible for it to keep « check on the 
movements of the government's forces. It is reported that the populations's 
collaboration inside the region is responsible for this.

Earlier thie @onth three Mi-# helicopters and one C130 cargo aircraft belonging 
to the government forces were shot down over UNITA's territory. 


UNITA's dominance in Southern Angola ie reflected in the aumber of visas being 
issued to Western businesemen and journalists for juet vieiting Luanda, Lobito and 
tb uambo. Further south few people venture there without UNITA's

In addition UNITA exercises very effective control over the Benguela Railraod, 
which i@ the vital artery between Angola and the copper belt of Zambia. Among 
other Chiags UNITA has already blown up 24 diesel locomotives and more than 600 
railroad care. So far thie year 16 railroad workers have already been killed and 
48 wounded. Attacks on the railroad average one « day and acts of sabotage two to 
three per week. These represent the highest qumber of these actions in the past 5 
years. 


UNLTA's® methods of attacks are becoming increasingly sophisticated and nowadays 
landmines are exploded by remote control methods. Sabotage is taking place 
continuously all along the railway, especially in the section bet een Huambo and 
the eastern border. 


Cubans 


According to the information which has been obtained, last year UNITA blew up the 
petroleum storage facility in Lobito and also destroyed water inetallations, as 
well as radio and telegraph beacons. During the past 18 months only 18,000 tons 
of manganese reaches Lobito, compared to 40,000 tons transported previously. 


Saviabi has complete control over the rail line and he can decide when and where 
he wants to attack. The only solution for the problem appears to be « withdrawal 
of Cubans, Russians and East Germans from Angola. The result of thie will be that 
the MPLA will be forced to negotiate with UNITA.

DECRER<LAW ON MINERAL DEPOSITS 

AB251636 Malabo Domestic Service in Spanish 1900 GMT 23 Jun 41 
[Excerpts] Decree-Law No 9/1981 of 12 June 1981 on mineral deposite: 
Chapter 1, General Provisions 


Article 1, All mineral deposite existing in the national territory, terri- 
torial sea and continental shelf of the telands of the Republic of Equatorial 
Guinea shall be the property of the etate or public property. The state shall 
exploit them directiy through ite autonomous departments or so authorize 
other individuals or legal entities through contracts allowing participation 
in production, 


Article 2, it is the national policy of the Republic of Equatorial Guineas 

to exploit and utilize its raw materiale and mineral resources for the benefit 
of the people of Equatorial Guinea--the legitimate owners made up of the present 
and future generations--by making the best use of said resources through 
judicious planning so that they may contribute to the overall and constant 
development of the country in perfect harmony with the conservation of the 
environment. in keeping with this policy, the mining companies shall adopt 

all sorte of precautionary measures for the prevention of injuries ([words 
indistinct] resulting from work in the eines. They shall therefore be compelled 
to use the most modern techniques in this field. 


Article 3, For the purpose of the present decree-law, mineral substances 
shall be claseified into three groups: 


A. Querries; 
5B. Minerale or mines; 


C. Radioactive and strategic minerals. 


Those pertaining to Group A, called quarries, shall be: industrial rocks, 
building materiale and all such materiale as are directly used in infra- 
estructural works and which can be extracted simply in three ways--ragging, 
crushing or drilling. Also included in this group are peat-bogse. In Group 6, 








called mines, are deposite of noteradioactive minerale which, by virtue of their 
chemical and mineralogical composition and industrial use, cannot be classified 
in Groups A and ©, Included in this group are deposits of phosphate, nitrate, 
(lalkaline salts) and other salts associated with the same deposits. Group © 

is composed of deposite of uranium, [words indistinet) whose industrial use 
would lie mainly in nuclear technology. Not covered by this decree=-law are 
deposits of radioactive minerals and liquid or gaseous hydrocarbon deposite 
which shall be governed by their respective laws, 


Article 4. All land, real estate and a1) rights or titles to them shall be 
deciared for public use in the same way should the government consider it necessary 
te acquire them for iteelf or for another party in order to carry out the survey 
or exploitation of mineral resources, which is the purpose of this law. 


They may be expropriated by the government on the proposal of the Ministry of 
industry, Mines and Energy for the use and benefit of Equatorial Guinea or 
the companies with which it has signed a contract allowing participation in 
production, 


Articie 5. For the purpose of this decree-law: 


A, Mining operations shall denote operations relating to the exploration, 
development, extraction, production, transport, storage, sale or [word indistinct] 
of minerals up to the point of export. These operations shall not include 
transport outside the Republic of Equatorial Guinea or any handling of the mineral 
once it has reached 4 mineral processing plant; 


8B. Gontract for participation in production shall denote a contract concluded 
by the Ministry of Industry, Mines and Energy and the firm interested in 
carrying out mining operations; 


C. Contractor shall denote the company with which the Ministry of Industry, 
Mines and Energy concludes a contract for participation in production. 


Chapter 2. Contracts for Participation in Production 


Article 6. The system of direct contract between the Ministry of Industry, Mines 
and Energy and the contractor interested in carrying out mining operations 

in the Republic of Equatorial Guinea shall be adopted. The contract shall be 
drawn up in conformity with the mdel contract attached to this decree-lavw, 

the text of which, for all legal purposes, shall be considered herein as 
recognized (words indistinct] to the letter. 


Article 7, Contracts for participation in production shall be subscribed to on 
a selective basis only with corporations of recognized experience, with [words 
indistinct] the necessary technical and financial capacity that have been duly 
formed in Equatorial Guinea or abroad and authorized to carry out commercial 
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activities in the republic: these contracts for participation in production 
shall be signed by the Ministry of Industry, Mines and Energy and endorsed 
by the Government of Equatorial Guinea through a decree, 


Article 5, The selection of companies referred to in the preceding article 
shall be done through public bid, taking inte consideration all the following 
pointe) 


A, The largest investment and best speed in the implementation of the mining 
exploration program, 


5B. The best technical terms; 
C, Relnvestment in Equatorial Guinea of the profite earned by the company; 
D. Optimum uee of Equateortal Guinean personnel, 


Prior to the signing of the contract for participation in production, the 
Ministry of Industry, Mines and Energy shall demand from the participating 
firms the presentation of documentation proving their technical competence, 
solvency and economic capacity. 


Article 9, By decree the state may reserve for iteelf areas of any dimension 
that are fully within ite national territory, territorial watere and continental 
shelf where the tapping of mineral or geological resources is important to the 
country's economic and social development or to national defence. Such 
declaration shall render null and void any rights previously held over such 
areas, The government of the Republic of Equatorial Guinea may freely use the 
reserved areas for the exploration and exploitation of its mineral resources 

for the benefit of the people of Equatorial Guinea under such terms and condi- 
tions as it may deem appropriate. 


Article 10, The state shall not in any way assume directiy or indirectly any 
riske for the [word indistinct] and operations to be carried out [word indistinct], 


Article 11. im contracts for participation in production, the various phases of 
exploration, development and production shail be defined. The contractor shall 
submit, at the appropriate time, an economic projection of his respective 
investment programs. Any default ascribable to the contractor with respect to 
the proposed and approved contracts shall make it compulsory for the contractor 
to pay the equivalent value up to the time of completion of the program. 


Article 12. The duration of contracts for participation in production shall by 
ho means exceed a period of 25 years and the area allotted to a contractor shall 
not be more tan 150,000 hectares. During the period of validity of the contract, 
the contractor whose deposit extends beyond the limite of the area in his 
contract--and provided that the rights of another contractor are not involved--

MACHEL SPEECH DEFINES INTERNAL ENEMY

[Excerpts] Marshal Samora Machel made the following speech at the fourth enlarged 
council of ministers which took place last week. 


“Honorable members of the council of minister and honorable guests, 


“During this session of the council of ministers, we witnessed lively and fruitful 
debates which made important contributions to the documents presented at the meetings. 


"When we speak of democratic centraliem, we must assume that we, in this room, are 
the representatives of the entire people. We are charged with the responsibility 
to defend the interests of the majority. 


“However, it is precisely at this meeting of the council of ministers, the highest 
organ of the government, where the leaders of the party and the etate at various 
level are gathered, that we felt, in some instances, that the notion of the enemy 
has been lost. 


"We felt that, at times, we are too involved in the concern to find solutions that 
respond to particular situations. 


"We felt here the preeceupation of some sectors to derive as many advantages as 
possible without making any sacrifice and to obtain privileges without effort or 
sacrifice. 


"This constitutes a refusal to engage in the new etruggle. It is a lack of vigilance 
over the class nature of the sources we use for our work. 


"This means that individualistic, personal and ambitious interests have infiltrated 
the preparation of our work and are manifesting themselves. 


“There are some who think that young people between the ages of 15 and 17 who have 
just completed the 9th or lith grade are already trained and can be included in the 
category of technical experts.” 


“How could these young people, lacking experience, practice and maturity, be called 
technical experts? Ise this how we look at the future? 
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"On the one hand, we have stressed the importance of study; but on the other hand, 
we are fostering this type of eatleement which squarely contradicts the principle of 
‘to each according to his work, from each according to his capability. '" 


“Such a principle is jeopardized when a young person who has just completed the 9th 
grade is equated with an expertenced leader. 


"When did this young person have time to prepare himself? In what battle? In what 
work? Where? 


"If we are engaged in a class struggle, when did this young person have the opportun- 
ity to participate in it? 


"All this shows us that we are losing sight of the enemy. 


"We aleo felt that we can lose all notion of the poeple that we serve when we allow 
individualistic and personal preoccupations and to interfere when we want to obtain 
privileges without sacrifice. We are thus rejecting the spirit of sacrifice demand- 
ed of our people, which te the epirit of the Indicative Prospective Plan, this plan 
which embodies the strategy for the fight for the economic liberation of our country. 
This plan's fundamental factor is the demand for sacrifice. 


"All the discussions were indeed aimed at defining the correct methods for the appli- 
cation of this plan. 


"But we must know clearly about our enewy, we must define him. 


“Our enemy is our cousin or our brother who is corrupt; our father who used to belong 
to the oppressive structures; our brother-in-law and our cousin who fought against 

us in the ranks of the army of occupation; our cousin and our niece who were pros- 
titutes; our brother and our cousin who used to belong to the GE, GEP, OPV and 
others, all symbole of death; our brother, our cousin and our nephew who participated 
in the massacres against our people or who arrested and massacred FRELIMO messengers. 


“They are the ones who are waving the flag against us. If we tolerate them, we shall 
destroy the gains of the people. 


"We say that ourstruggle has changed in nature and in character. Therefore, we must, 
once again, ask these fundamental questions: who is the enemy? Whom are we serving? 


"If we can answer these questions correctly, we shall be able to defend our gains, to 
consolidate the people's power, to guarantee that the people are in charge, to make 
the present decade the ‘decade of victory over underdevelopment. '"

[Final communique iseved in Dakar on 12 June following Somali President 
Siad barre's visit to Senegal) 


[Text] Within the framework of the excellent friendly and fraternal relations 
as well ae of the fruitful cooperation existing between the Democratic Republic 
of Somalia and the Republic of Senegal, Hie Excellency Maj Gen Mohamed 

Siad Barre, president of the Somali Democratic Republic, paid a working visit 
to Senegal on 12 June 1961, 


During thie visit, the Somali ead of state held private discussions with 
Hie Excellency Mr Abdou Diouf, president of the Republic of Senegal, during 
which they discussed issues of common interest to both countries, including 
bilateral cooperation as well as the African and international economic and 
political situation. 


On bilateral cooperation between Senegal and Somalia, the two heads of state 
expressed their satisfaction with its positive evolution and have agreed to 
further strengthen it for the mutual benefit of their respective peoples. 


On the situation in Africa, the two parties expressed their great concern over 
the persistent presence of areas of tension on the African continent, and 
have expressed the hope to see the situation improve rapidly toward the 
preservation of peace and stability in the areas concerned based on the 
principles of the OAU, the United Nations and the Islamic Conference. 


Concerning the situation in the Horn of Africa particularly, the two heads 
emphasized the need to withdraw all foreign forces from the area in order to 
find an immediate and lasting political solution to the situation with the 
agreement of all the parties concerned. 


Examining the situation in southern Africa, the two leaders reaffirmed their 
condemnation of the hideous policy of apartheid and the illegal occupation 
of Namibia. On this they have renewed their support for SWAPO, the valid

representative of the Namibian peeple; they have alee found it a6 4 matter of 
urgency tiat sanctions should be imposed on the South African Government in 
order to compel it to conform to UN Resolution 435, 


Touching on the politieoal situation in the rest of the world, the two heads of 
state expressed their strong support for the reenperct of the UN Charter in 
order to preserve international peace and security, 


At thie juncture they vehemently condemned the recent Ieraeli raid on the Iraqi 
nuclear center in Tammug, renewed their conviction on the establishment of a just 
and lasting peace in the Middle Bast, insisted on the recognition of the national 
and inalienable rights of tre Palestinian people, whose only legal representative 
is the PLO, and their right to independence and sovereignty as well as lerael's 
withdrawal from occupied Arab territories including al-Qude a] Sharif, 


They also renewed their appeal for the scrupuious respect of the rights of man 
and of peoples. On thie iseve, they expressed their satisfaction with the 
passing of the African human and peoples’ rights charter and emphasized the 
need for ite approbation and implementation. 


Reviewing the internal economic situation, the two heads of state deplored the 
persistent inequality in trade characterized by constant deterioration in the 
terms of exchange. To arrest this situation they reaffirmed their strong 
determination to strengthen the economic independence of the African continent 
by the rapid implementation of the Lagos plan of action. In view of the 
difficult world economic situation they appealed to the international community 
for revival of the north-south dialogue and the establishment of 4 new, just 
and durable world economic and cultural order. 


At the end of his vieit, His Excellency Maj Gen Siad Barre, president of the 
Democratic Republic of Somalia, expressed his profound gratitude to His Excellency 
Mr Abdou Diouf, president of the Republic of Senegal, for the warm and fraternal 
welcome accorded him and his delegation during their stay in Senegal. 


The Somali head of state has invited the Senegalese president to pay an of ficial 


visit to Somalia. The invitation was accepted and the date will be fixed later 
through diplomatic channels.

PDS DROPS ‘LIBERAL’ LABEL--Dakar, 25 Jun (AFP)--The Senegalese Democratic Party

This holds hopeful promises for the government's initiatives now going on in so many 
areas. 


Would Be Futile 


The visit to Capetown and to the Southwest by a high ranking American delegation 
indicates that the Reagan Administration realizes that it would be futile to ignore 
the authorities in these regions. His attitude is in sharp contrast with that of 
the United Nations, which recognizes only SWAPO and does not want to listen to what 
South Africa or the internal parties in Southwest Africa have to say. 


The Americans gust listen well to what the Southwesterners have to tell thea. 


With respect to the policy toward the coloreds there were welcome signs of 4 thawing 
of dispositions when Minister Chris Heunis (Internal Affairs) and the leaders of the 
Labor Party held a successful conference...hopefully the forerunner of many to come. 


This is the sort of conference which is indispensable if something meaningful is to 
be done for the very urgent problem of the rights of the colored community. Evidently 
both sides realize this and it is 4 start. 


Moreover, it has opened up the possibility of consecutive negotiations on all sorts 

of matters of common interest. In the meantime, while waiting for the recomendations 
of the President's Council, life in ite many other facets must go on without the 
coloreds being represented by a body which can look after their interests. 


Direct talks between the government and colored interest groups appear to be a good 
interim arrangement. 











Perhaps the most interesting event in this respect showed up in the policy toward the 
blacks, lt was here that the Progressive Federal Party's convention policy received 
@ setback with the result that more suspicion has now been thrown upon it than ever 
before and it will be hard for it to recover from thie, 


A Great Blow 


A great blow was dealt to the convention's ideas by the withdrawal of Gatcha Buthelesi's 
iInkata organization from the preliminary talke about holding such a convention. This 
happened after “premature” reports appeared in the English presse to the effect that 

the Black Sash society was making such arrangements, 


Chief Buthelezi stated that Inkatha's conditions to the effect that “small groupings” 
must not “use” the assembly for the purpose of increasing their own credibility, 

were broken, This was the only guarantee asked of the Black Sash from the very start. 
"We do not have time for such childish political games." 


Inkatha has always been willing to conduct a dialogue with people of divergent 
convictions, even though ite point of departure has always remained the same. It 
sticks to the point that only those in control can actually convene 4 national 
convention, 


This viewpoint has now been repestedand this along with the withdrawal shows exactly 
what the Buthelezi camp thinks of the imitations which the Black Sash, in collabora- 
tion with the Progressive Federal Party, the South African Council of Churches, the 
Coloreds Labor Party and the Indian Refurm Party, would like to arrange. 


There is an important lesson to be learned from this affair. If the group scatters 
so easily what will happen when they have to meet under the pressure of reality?’ 

if you cannot easily enter into stipulations, even one time, what will happen if 
the bludgeons and swords are drawn? 


To top it all the properly motivated people were not there at all. So what hope 
can there be for meaningful talks at the conference table, if the militants and 
communist black organizations show up? The HNP ‘keconstitued Nationalist Party], 
the darling of the Progressive Federal Party, will certainly be invited also. 


This all sounds like the recipe for chaos. 

What Is the Aim? 

But the thing which interests Dawie is knowing what the Progressives have in mind 
by arranging a so-called national convention outside the government. Could the aia 


be something other than promoting the colored opinion in the country to a point of 
a large-scale confrontation with the government’? 


The Progressives, with their boycott and confrontation policy, evidently do not 
believe that solutions for the country must be determined with the government itself.

Whatever high-ranking South Africans might have thought of his role as ambassador is 
not to be compared with the role which the American mission under the leadership of 
Deputy Secretary William Clark has just given to Mr Edmondson. According to American 
sources he has been excluded from the negotiations which Mr Clark conducted with 
South Africans and Southwest Africans. 


These actions on the part of highly placed Americans themselves can only reinforce 

the impression that Mr Edmondson's presence is not considered conducive to the 
normalization of relations between two countries, both of which are striving for that. 
it can serve no purpose for him to hold his official position in South Africa much

An anonymous voice 
asked that a reporter and a photographer meet members of BOVTA (Protect Our Flag 
Against Anarchists) at a certain place along the Malmesbury Road. 


A photographer and a reporter were at the appointed place 20 minutes later (about

the road in the bush. 


One of them lit a torch and asked the newspaper men to follow them. The woman 
reporter's courage gave way and she refused to step out of her car, but the 
photographer along with the two sinister figures went deeper into the bush. 


Lamp Oil 


After they had gone into the bush for some distance they turned left to a place 
where five more masked individuals, all dressed in white, were waiting and standing 
at attention. They were holding a Union Jack. 


The flag, which had presumably been drenched in lamp oil previously, was fastened 

to a stock. While one of the figures held the stick another set the flag on fire 
with the torch. 

The flag burned in seconds. The torch was then put out and the ceremony terminated. 
The leader of the group said that he wished to talk with the lady reporter by telephone 
later. The telephone call came soon after DIE BURGER's representatives were back in 
the office.

"We are hereby warning those anarchists who burned the flag of our country to be very 
careful.” This is what he said to the reporter over the telephone.

The leader, who refused to give hie name, said that BOVTA wae founded in Capetown

PROS AND CONS OF ISRAELI ATTACK ON [IRAQI NUCLEAR PLANT CONS LDERED

[Text) There is no dispute over one of the aspects of the Leraeli attack on the 
Iraqui nuclear power installation and that ie the convincing proof that thie has 
provided of the daring and military worthiness which has become characteristic of 
the young Jewish state. To be sure it is now being said that the Leraelis 
succeeded in their objective only partially by seriously damaging only one of the 
two reactors, but the fact that they were able to achieve even this is a 
formidable feat of arms under the circumstances. Moreover, it can be assumed that 
this has seriously disrupted the [raqui nuclear program--whatever that might 

inc lude. 


However, when this matter is given a closer look, questions are more difficult to 
answer. The first obvious question is: Was the attack justified from an 
international point of view? 


When two countries are in an active state of war then no objections can be raised 
to such an attack. But in the case of Israel and Iraq there can be no talk of an 
active war. On the other hand it is true that most Arab states, including Iraq, 
have insisted that they are in « state of war with that country...although «a war 
has never been declared formally and many Arab countries have never fired a single 
shot at lerael. However, in 1967, at the time of the Six-Day War, Iraq did 
formally declare war against Lerael and lately it has played a leading role in the 
effort to wreck the leraeli-Egyptian peace efforts. 


Do these Iraqi measures justify the Leraeli attack? 


The matter goes a little further. To be sure the question arises as to what 
extent the old international concept is still valid in these days of undeclared 
wars, terrorist attacks from the area of one country upon another country, 
insurgency and other things...not to speak of the possibility that a country such 
as lerael could one day actually be wiped out with nuclear bombs without any 
warning. After all such a country cannot wait for the launching of the bombs 
before making preparations for striking back. On the other hand international 
order, or what there is left of it, would completely fall to naught if countries 
were to undertake such attacks each time they felt, rightly or wrongly, that they 
were being threatened. 
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It i6 evident that the anewere are not easy to find. 


Then there is aleo the question a6 to whether the attack was advisable in 
consideration of the efforts being made to cool off tensions in the Middle Bast 
and thwart the Soviet Union in thie important region.

EAST CAPE DETAINEES~-Port Elizabeth--Six Blacks detained by Security Police under 
Section six of the Terrorism Act were released in Port Elizabeth yesterday, a 
police spokesman said. The head of the Security Police in the Eastern Cape, 
Lieutenant-Colonel G N Erasmus, said a further nine Blacks were still being held. 
The release of the six came after four leaders of the Young Christian Workers’ 
Organisation detained last week were released. The six were mostly members of the 
Congress of the South African Students (Cosas). Two Blacks were still being held 
under Section 22 of the General Laws Amendment Act and seven under Section six of 
the Terrorism Act.

BORALNE BANNING ORDER--Cape Town--Mr Andrew Boraine, president of Nusas, studied 
the five-year banning order with his father, Dr Alex Boraine, PFP MP for Pinelands, 
at home in Cape Town yesterday. Mr Boraine was released from Pretoria Central 
Prison after four weeks in detention on Monday. He was flown to Cape Town in a 
military aircraft, accompanied by his father and a security policeman. Mr Boraine 
will be restricted to the magisterial districts of Wynberg and Cape Town for five 
years. The order, in terms of Sections 9 and 10 of the Internal Security Act, 
prohibits him from entering any factory, Black . rea or any gathering of pupils 

or students assembled for the purpose of being instructed, trained or addressed 

by him. He is not allowed to be in the company of more than one person at a 

time, or to attend any social or political gatherings. Mr Boraine will be allowed 
to complete courses for which he registered at the University of Cape Town. 
Meanwhile, two Wits University students, the Cachalia brothers, Firoz and Azar, 


were banned yesterday after being released from detention, reports Kay Turvey. 








The brothers, both executive members of the Black Student Society (885), were 
detained three weeks ago under Section 10 of the Internal Security Act and later 
held under the General Law Amendment Act.

INCREASE IN MEDICAL FEES=-The cost of being i11 in South Africa is to rise by 
nearly 10 percent on September |. In a shock announcement yesterday the Registrar 
of the South African Medical and Dental Couneil, Mr NP Prinsloo, said the 
Minieter of Health, Welfare and Pensions, Dr Lapa Munnik, had approved increases in 
medical fees amounting to a 9,9 percent on average, effective from September 1. 
The increase was opposed by Dr Munnik in October last year and the Medical

Council, which recommended its approval. The Minister's reaction was awaited 
confidently by the counei!, in spite of the earlier refusal.

[Text] The die ie cast between the United States and Zambia, backed by the reat 
of free Africa, over the expulsion from Zambia of two American diplomate invol ved 
in CLA activities to destabilize this region. The immediate reaction from 
Washington has been the stern denial from the State Department that it does not 
emgage in espionage. On paper that ie true. In practice, it is not true. 

What ie true is that the United States has a epecial organization which carries 
out that function, that is the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA). Surely the 
U.S. cannot deny that? For it to operate effectively, the CIA uses employees 

of the State Department to carry out ite clandestine operations. That, too, 

is an historical and undeniable fact. 


American denials apart, Zambia should now be prepared to (?fight back) and rebut 
all the insidious American attempts to destabilize the country. The people, 

the party and ite government alike, must not fall prey to the bullying tactics 
of the present American cowboys, personified by the Reagan administration. 
Zambia must stand on ite principles. it is a sovereign nation. As such, it 
wishes to maintain good relations with all countries that want her friendship. 
But Zambia will not tolerate any activities from her friends which undermine 
Zambia's security and sovereignty. Zambians must not succumb to misinformation. 
in actual fact, misinformation is an effective instrument of destabilization. 
Misinformation is the product of rumors and Americans, in their evil designs 
againet this region, are past masters in rumor mongering. They have the 
capacity and the means to do it. An innocently placed remark here and there 
with people who matter, creates well founded rumors about instability in the 
nation. The consequence is volatile and alarming. Inspired rumors to the

The Americans did it on Tuesday night through the BBC. That hitherto respected

But this happens only when there is no 
immediate official rebuttal of the wild, high-sounding rumors. People have no 
choice but to believe those rumore if the authorities hesitate to give the 

actual facts at hand. In his book 1984, George Orwell had a chapter on double- 
speak. That ise synonymous with misinformation and in our case Americans are 
using @isinformation to destabilize Zambia. Let us watch out for this, concludes 
today's TIMES editorial comment.
